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“Broken Wheel Derails 


Dozen Cars at Gilead 


Twelve cars of a 46-car west 
bound Canadian National 
freight ‘train were derailed 
and jackknifed about 5 o'clock 
Friday afternoon at Gilead 
village, The wreck was locat- 
ed just west of the easterly 
switch of the passing siding 
and covered both tracks, but 
traffic was resumed at five 
miles p ore hour over the siding 
at about 10:30 Saturday fore- 
noon, 

Gause of the wreck was re- 
ported to be a broken wheel on 
the second car of the train, 
which was drawn by a three 
diesel unit. It was estimated 
that more than 9,000 ties were 
damaged by the dragging wheel 
over a distance of two miles 
from a point east of the old 
Peabody place, the red house, 
on Route 2, 

The wrecked cars included 
a load of lumber picked up at 
Bethel and others carying chi- 
na «lay and vaper. Some 300 
feet of the main line in the Gil- 
ead yard was torn up, Damage 
to tracks and rolling stock was 
estimated to be more than 
$50,000. Work of repairing the 
track damage is now going on, 

Through the week end the 
wreckage and work of repair 
attracted crowds of passersby 
as the tracks parallel the 
heavily traveled Route 2 at this 
point.
